The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
Xontents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the Interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Name of applicant

- Type of Interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel,, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant contend that the added limitation "through said first layer"* does not change the scope of the claim, as 
previously filed, in any way, thus, the finality of the Office Action mailed April 13, 2006 is pre-mature. However, the 
added limitation clearly changes the scope of the claim, therefore, the finality of the OfTice Action is proper. Applicant 
will submit an OfTicial Response to the Offfice Action. 

Applicant further adds that claim 4 is definite because the first and second metal are the same. However, as clearly 
discussed in the rejection, the first and second metal are not the same, because the first metal is purely silicide and the 
second metal lining the sidewall comprises only metal, not silicide, therefore, they are not the same. 
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
